There was so much to be seen

tributes—over the long hours 
that by the time the casket was 
carried Into St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral in New York and the great 
bronze doors closed, it actually 
seemed a relief.

One Angry Citizen 


Let Congress levy a tax on cats, 


and any cat owner could challenge 
the constitutionality of: the law in 


a But suppose you have no cat. 
Could you still challenge the law, 
simply because you feel Congress 
is getting out of line? May any 
angry citizen raise the issue of con- 
stitutionality, just on general prin- 
ciples? 


Ordinarily, no. The right to chal- 


lenge the constitutionality of a law 
is limited to those who are directly 
involved. Unless you have some 
personal stake in the matter, you 
lack what the law calls "standing" 
to sue the government. , 


Why not let anybody sue? Partly

And 
partly because basic constitutional 
questions might be decided with- 
out the safeguard of having the 
arguments made by persons moti- 
vated by a real interest in the out- 
come. 


What kind of a personal interest 


must you have to bring such a case? 


The most obvious kind is finan- 


cial. As a cat owner in the example 
above, you would have a direct 
interest — • because the tax would 
come out of your pocketbook. Like- 
wise, a property owner was held 
qualified to challenge a zoning law, 
because it would cut the dollar 
value of his land. 


Even if your interest is not finan- 


cial, it may still be weighty enough 
to justify a suit. Thus, a court al- 
lowed the complaint of two trolley 
riders against the government for 
permitting music on trolleys. Even 
though the music did not cost them 
any money, it vould cost them val- 
uable peace of mind. 


On the other hand, your interest 


• — financial or otherwise — won't 
support a suit if it is just too trivial. 
A taxpayer's attack on a federal ap- 
propriation bill was thrown out, 
because his stake in the total federal 
budget was- held too tiny to really 
matter. 


Nor can you ordinarily sue when 


your complaint is purely theoretical. 
In one case a motorist, although 
given only u mlM sentence for 
drunk driving, challenged, the va- 
lidity of the state traffic law. He 
urgued that, under this law, the 
judge could have imposed a sen- 
tence s>o harsh us to be "cruej and, 
unusual."

said he hud no standing to com- 
plain about v>hu,t might h^ve hap- 
pened — but didn't.

I have had a keloid removed 
from my face twice, but after 
each operation it got larger. 
Will it continue to grow and 
spread all over my face?

A—A keloid is a scar tissue 


tumor. The cause is unknown. 
Unlike a normal scar, it does 
not shrink. Keloids do not be- 
come malignant and, once 
formed, they do not grow. 
Surgical removal was always 
followed by a recurrence un- 
til a new technique was intro- 
duced—the use of X-ray treat- 
on e n t immediately following 
removal. 


Two other methods have 


been used recently with en- 
couraging results—the injec- 
tion of triamcinolone into the 
tumor and the local applica- 
tion of thiotepa. There is no 
reason for you to stop using 
make-up on account of your 
keloid.

ounces of gelatin daily thicken 
the blood? Would it be harm- 
ful in any way? 


A—Gelatin will not thicken 


the blood. It can be taken in 
large quantity without harm 
and is used in place of milk in 
the treatment of peptic ulcers.

senator was to have expired 
Dec. 31, 1970. 


Flags across the nation flew 


at half staff in memorial to Ken- 
nedy. And the presidential cam- 
paign in which he had played so 
active a part was temporarily 
interrupted out of respect for 
him. 


Legislation authorizing Secret 


Service protection for all major 
presidential 
candidates 
was 


sped through Congress, and the 
House completed action on a 
crime-control bill which in- 
cludes a ban on the mail-order 
sale of handguns. But President 
Johnson was asking for even 
tighter curbs on the traffic in 
firearms. 


Under the shock of the second 


Kennedy assassination in less 
than five years, the Poor Peo- 
ple's Campaign in Washington 
shifted its focus to urge a vast 
national educational program to 
end 
hatred and violence in 


America. 


An autopsy report disclosed 


that Kennedy died of "a gunshot 
wound of the right mastoid pen- 
etrating the brain." Chief Med- 
ical Examiner Thomas T. Nogu- 
chl of Los Angeles said frag- 
ments of a ,22-caliber bullet 
"reached about the center of the 
brain." 


The presidential jetliner that 


brought Kennedy's body east 
from California also bore three 
women consigned to widowhood 
by the stealthy 
marksmanship 


of assassins. 


There was Robert Kennedy's 


wife, Ethel, mother of his 10 
children, expecting an llth. She 
had been with her 
husband 


when he was shot, was beside 
him when he died. She left the 
plane erect, seemingly com- 
posed, managing even a fleeting 
smile at one point. 


There was Mrs. John F. Ken- 


nedy, reliving the nightmare of 
a winter's mght nearly 
five 


years ago from Dallas to Wash- 
ington beside the casket of her 
slain husband. 


Finally, there was Mrs. Mar- 


tin Luther King Jr,, who made 
the flight to LaGuardia Airport 
aboard the presidential 707 jet 
with the others. Less than two 
months 
ago Robert Kennedy 


had flown south to console her 
and to attend the funeral of her 
husband, shot down in Mem- 
phis, Term., by an assassin still 
at large.

turn a first-degree murder in- 
dictment against Sirhan Bishara 
Sirhan, 24, a Jordanian. 


Younger said Sirhan would 


then be arraigned in person 
within 48 hours in Superior 
Court, 
make a plea at that 


time or shortly after, with trial 
expected to begin within 60 days 
from that time. Should the de- 
fense seek a change of venue, 
Younger said he would not op- 
pose it. 


The public defender's office is 


providing Sirhan legal advice.

In addition to the murder in- 


dictment, 
Younger

vicinity at 12:17 a.m. Wednes- 
day morning at the Ambassador 
Hotel. 


At that minute, with Kennedy 


joyous with the victory he had 
freshly scored in the California 
Democratic 
presidential 
pri- 


mary, 
a tiny pellet of lead 


smashed into the brain of the 
42-year-old senator who hoped 
to lead his country. 


He died a little over 25 hours 


later. And nearly 12 hours after 
that his body, accompanied by 
his mourning family, was flown 
east to await honored burial in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 


As the shock of Kennedy's 


death spread through the coun- 
try and the world, the intense 
young man accused of the shoot- 
ing sat in a bleak cubicle of 
three square yards in the coun- 
ty's main jail on Bouchet Street. 


First details of Sirhan's im-

Thursday by Sheriff Peter Pit- 
chess. 


Sirhan's grey-colored cell is 


on the second floor of the jail in 
an isolated wing with limited 
access. An unarmed deputy is 
constantly in the cell with him. 


Outside the steel door with a 


built-in 
lock, 
another 
guard 


peers at all times through an 
unbreakable glass porthole In 
the door. 


"We can get to him fast if we 


have to," Pitchess said. 


Flanking the corridor outside 


the cell, four other deputies re- 
main alert. All the guards are 
picked men, Pitchess said. 


Sirhan is in the medical sec- 


tion of the jail because he is un- 
der treatment for a broken in- 
dex finger and a sprained ankle 
—injuries he suffered in his cap- 
ture at the hotel. Sirhan has fa- 
cial bruises as well from the ar- 
rest, Pitchess said. 


Pitchess said Sirhan got a 


thorough medical examination 
when he was brought to county 
jail Wednesday morning after 
his

ment on the original charges, 
attempted murder. 


Sirhan is under the care of 


Dr. Marcus Crahan, jail medi- 
cal director and also a psychia- 
trist.

Yorty has aroused the ire of

This is a novel, tough, 
realistic —a series of exciting 
spy adventures against the back- 
ground of the Near East on the 
eve of the six-day war between 
Israel and the Arabs. It's the 
story of back-stage maneuvers 
that led up to the war, the book 
ending just before the fighting 
begins. 


So it's an adventure with spies 


and border intrigue rather than 
a war book—done authoritatively 
by one of the world's master 
writers, Morris L. West, native 
Australian who specializes on the 
Asia Minor scene. Mr. West 
earned world-wide fame with 
"The Devil's Advocate" 
and 


"The Shoes of the Fisherman" 
—and "The Tower of Babel" is 
another prize in his fabulous 
collection of words and action. 


This is the story of a Lebanon 


bank full of intrigue between the 
secret agents of Israel, Syria, 
Jordan, and Egypt. Nominally 
it is fiction. Historically it is 
true—with a double-barreled at- 
tack on the reader's interest and 
imagination. 


There are two master spies in 


the story —one meets death, the 
other escapes although stripped 
of his family and wealth.

ed riot police and thousands of 
striking auto workers battled 
with paving stones and tear gas 
grenades today at the Renault 
auto plant at Flins, 15 miles 
northwest of Paris. Several hun- 
dred students from the Univer- 
sity of Paris reinforced the 
strikers. 


Elsewhere, 
France's strike' 


wave was subsiding rapidly, 
and Frenchmen turned their at- 
tention to politics and a tele- 
vised interview with President 
Charles de Gaulle tonight. 


The Renault plant at Flins 


was occupied by police early 
Thursday, and the sit-in strikers 
who had held it for weeks were 
expelled.

A crowd of about 1,000 per- 


sons, many of them teen-agers, 
was waiting in the gray dawn 
light when the massive doors to 
the old cathedral swung open at 
5s41 a.m. Some had been wait- 
ing through the night. 


In solemn and somber mood 


they filed by the dark red wood 
closed casket in final tribute to 
the 42-year-old Democratic sen- 
ator who had aspired to be the 
second of his family to occupy 
the White House.
